WOMEN WORK 
FORWAGES 

Census Reports Show Big In- 
crease in Past Few Yean. 



MANY DO REAL 

HARD LABOR 



Washington, Oct. 7. -More 
than 8,000,000 women and girls 
over 10 years of age, in addition 
to the xreat host of housekeep- 
ers, are engaged in "gainful oc- 
cnpatioDP," according to volumn 
4 of the report of the thirteenth 
census, just published. Women, 
the report show?, have invaded 
practically every industry in 
search of a livelihood, eoroe even 
retorting to such occupations at 
deck hands and stevedores and 
tome even becoming coal miners. 

Of the 71,680,270 persons in 
the United Statea who were 10 
years of age or over in 1010, 38,- 
167,886 were reported engaged in 
"gainful occupations." In other 
words, about 38,000,000 worked 
for money. Of these 80,091,664 
were males and 8,075,772 were 
femalee. But the reports ex 
plaint that women who keep 
house for their husbands and 
who do not receive wages are 
not classed as engaged in "gaiu- 
ful occupations." 



Thirty-eat BUeksmitBJ 

Of the more than 8,000,000 
women who earn their own liv- 
ing outside their homes 7,094 are 
engaged in the extraction of 
minerals. Of these 406 were 
coal miner operatives, forty-five 
worked in quarries and the re- 
mainder were engaged in the 
womauly business of digging cop- 
per, gold, silver, lead, Bine, oils 
and gas. 

Thirty one women blacksmiths 
actually wield the hammer; there 
are fifteen bricklayers; ten sta- 
tionary engineers ; sixteen "furn- 
ace 'men' " and ninety glas?. 
blowers. Ninety women work in 
the sweet- seen ted atmosphere of 
the fertilizer factories, and a to 
tal of 6,140 labor in the iron and 
steel industries 

Xany in Tradei 

Much larger numbers, of 
course, appear in the "women's 
trade," snch as dressmaking aud 
clerical employment. But there 
are 14,061 compositor", linotyp 
ittt and typesetters, and textile 
ioc!u«tries ute 16,088 female lab- 
orers, 7,081 beamers, wrapers and 



slashers, 4,892 bobbin "boys," 
6 906 carders, combers and Up- 
pers, 17,616 drawers, roven and 
twiatera, 16,216 spinners, 99,484 
weavers, 67,068 winders, reelers 
and spoolers, and 118,972 iu oth- 
er occupations in the textile mills 
and factories. 

Of tewing mtchine operators 
in factories, the figures ahow 
281,206. There are 782 women 
shoemakers and cobblers not in 
factories; there are 1,298 up- 
holsters.

Nine Southern Bankers Sent 
by McAdoo to Investigate 
Wade's Proposal to Raise 
Funds. 



ADVANCES TO

A plan evolved by Festus J.

Will Start at Once 

Steps will be taken instantly 
to put the idea into execution, 
since the crisis in the" cotton 
market will be here within the 
next two weeks. 

Secretary McAdoo requested 
the Southern baukers to report 
to him on two points; First, 
whether the plau would meet the 
situation in tbe South; and, sec- 
ond, whether they thought it 
would be feasible. 

The telegram to the Secretary 
follows : 

"Hon. W. G. McAdoo, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, Washing- 
ton. D. C. : The plan as laid be 
fore you and the Federal Re- 
serve Board on Friday last, to 
eudeavor to raise a cotton loan 
fund of $150,000,000, was today 
submitted to the undersigned, 
and, after careful consideration 
of the subject, the following res. 
solutions unanimously passed : 

"It was moved by Mr. B. D. 
Robertson, of Columbta, S. C, 
and seconded by Mrp. D. N. Fiuk, 
of Muscogee, Okla., that the plan 
outlined by Mr. Fetus J, Wade, 
in general essence, be adopted, 
aud the details worked out later. 
It is believed the South will 
subscribe its proportion as sug- 
gested aud outlined."

DEAD RAT ON 
BATTLEGROUND 

U.S. Army Officer, Back from 
France, Tells Woeful Story 

SAYS PEACE - 

TALK USELESS 

Washington, Oct. 7.— Dead 
men and horses heaped op by 
thousands, lie putrefying on the 
battlefields of the Aisne, Colonel 
Webb C. Hayes, U. 8. A., son of 
former President Hayes, declar- 
ed today. Hayes, just back from 
observing the world war, expects 
soon to give to Presideni Wilson 
a personal message from tbe act- 
ing burgomaster of Louvam. 

"When 1 left Havre on Sept, 
27," he said today, "the allies 
were fearful that they would cot 
be able to peuetrate to the Ger- 
man line through the mass of 
putrefying men and horses on tbe 
battlefields, which unfortunately 
the combatants seem not to heed 
about burying. 1 don't see bow 
they could pass thru these fields. 
The stench is horrible, and the 
idea of climbing over the bodies 
must be revolting even to brave 
soldiers." 

Hapef has been on the firing 
line: he has visited the sacked 
City of Louvain as the gUest of 
Germans in an armored car; he 
has been in Aix-la-Cbapelle to 
see the havoc of war there, and 
has seen some of the fighting in 
the historic Anne struggle. 

"It is a sausage grinder," he 
declared. 

"On one side are the allies, 
apparently willing to sacrifice 
their last man in defense of 
France; on the other are the 
Germans, seemingly prodigal of 
their millious of men and money 
and throwing man after man in- 
to the war." 

Hayes predicted a two years 
war. 

"There can be but one out- 
come, but it will be a long time 
ending," he said. "England 
won't begin to fight really unti 
spring." 

"What about the alleged atro 
cities in Belgium?" he was asked 

"Well, war is hell ; that's about 
the only answer I can give you. 
The real tragic part of the whole 
war is Belgium. Its people are 
wonderful folk — clean, decent, 
respectable. What this nation 
should do is to concentrate its 
efforts u> aiding the, /women and 
children of Belgium. This help 
for hospitals is uot so much 
needed, but the fate of these 
people is really pathetic." 

The colonel declared peace talk 
at (his time is useless. 

"We must keep bauds off at 
tbjfa point," he declared. "We 
CAn do no good. We will merely 
stir up trouble for ourselves." 

Asked for a brief description 
of what he saw along tbe battle 
line, Hayes declared: 

"The battle front these days 
is far different from what it used 
to be. There are few meu to be 
seen, and practically no guns. 
All are concealed. Shrapnel 
flies through the air and bursts. 
That is the scene most of the 
time. In tbe baud- to hand fight- 
ing bayonets are used much by 
the trench, while the Turcos use 
knives. v 

"Shall you go back?" Hayes 
was asked; 

"Does anyoue w'sh to visit a 
slaughter house a second time?'' 
he replied.
